ONE KILLED FOR EACH 
| 832 AUTOS IN ILLINOIS. 
| DURING 1925, REPORT}! 


[Chicage Tribune Service. 
Wasbington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[Spe- 
cial.jJ—One automobile out of every 
832 registered in Ilinois killed a per- 
son during 1925, according to tlie na- 
tional conference on street and high- 
way safety. The report of the confer- 
ence places the ratio of automobile fa- 
talities to the number of registered 
automobiles throughout the country 
at one death for every 923 automobiles. 
‘ Secretary Hoover is chairman of the 
conference, which includes among its 


safety directors and experts of cities 


all over the United States. 
New York té ranked first, not only 


in the number of automobiles registered 
in 1925—1,625,583—but also in the nym- 
ber of deaths in ratio to automobiles. 
In New York one person was killed for 
every 731 automobiles registered. 

In Florida one person was killed for 


auto fatalities by states with 1,263,177 
cars registered and 1,519 deaths re- 
corded—a rate of 120 Geaths per 100,000 
registered cars.

_ With a split in the finance commit- 
tee for the first time in its history the 
city budget for 1927 will go to the floor 
of the city council today for a show- 
down battle on the proposed pay hoost 
of $200 a year to policemen and fire- 
men. 

While the controversy will be en- 
tirely in the hands of the council, it 
probably will not come up for debate 
until'a week from today. 

At 2:30 olclock this morning, after a 
bitter seven hour session of the com- 
mittee, ten members, a majority, led 
by Chairman R. A. Woodhull {7th}, 
voted to submit the budget providing 
that the raise be granted at the rate 
of $150 until July 1 and $300 there- 
Six members, led by Ald. John Clark 
}{ 30th]; held out tc the end for the full 
$300 heginning on Jan. 1 and an- 
nounced they would oppose the budget 
in the council. Piecadings, threats, an4 
hours of futile discussion failed he 
break the deadlock.

‘The stress in modern architecture 
is laid not on horizontal but on per 
pehdicular lines.

Increase In Coal Loadings. 


Considering that coal loadings were 
43,482 cars above a year ago and that 
grain was 6,592 lower, other loadings 
fell off about 56,000 cars, and a large 
part of this decline would be repre- 
sented by merchandise and miscellane- 
ous freight. In view of the heavy move- 
ment of freight in October and Novem- 
ber, this suggests that merchants bought 
holiday and winter goods earlier than 
last year and also are closing the year 
with smaller stocks. 

If the decline in traffic, compared with 
last December, is carried through the 
last two weeks of this month, it may 
mean that railroad earnings also may 
not compare favorably with last Decem- 
ber.. But November earnings, now being 
published, are better than those for No-

November earnings statements of the 
first fifty-five railroads reporting for 
that month show aggregate net oper- 
ating income of $82,528,922, against $75,- 
504,399 in November, 1925, an increase of 
$7,024,523, or 9.3 per cent.
